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PREFACE. 



The object of this volume is, like that of Schillers 
Prosa, two-fold. In the first instance, it is to 
serve as a practical and theoretical introduction to 
Goethe's prose writings in general, and secondly, 
it is to furnish representative specimens of Ooethes 
Prosa for the benefit of those who are not in the 
fortunate position to devote themselves to a 
thorough study of the~ complete works of the 
greatest as well as the most voluminous classical 
German writer. The two objects just pointed out 
seem to me to constitute an indisputable raison 
(PStre for this volume. Most of those who have 
successfully achieved the great task of arriviag at a 
thorough understanding of Goethe^s Prose, will 
probably admit that it would have saved them 
time and labour if they had had the advantage of 
a guide in their studies; whilst those readers of 
German, whose efibrts in that direction proved 
unavailing, will, it is hoped, find their object 
attainable by a perusal of this volume. The prose 
of Goethe requires quite a special study, and a 
general knowledge of German alone does by no 
means suffice in order to make out the meaning of 
all his writings with precise exactness. Not that 
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there is anything hazy, abstruse, or indefinite in 
his assertions, or anything involved or artificial in 
his style. Quite the reverse. There is no author 
whose ideas are more clearly and distinctly laid 
before the readers, than is the case with Goethe. 
It was one of the chief characteristics of his genius 
— as it is, in fact, of every master-mind — to have 
himself a clear notion of all things which formed 
the subjects of his writings and conversations, 
and the consequence was that he was at all 
times able to express his thoughts with perfect 
clearness and distinctness. His style, too, although 
highly polished and most elaborately worked out, is 
lucid in the highest degree. If numbers of readers 
— both Germans and non-Germans — ^have, never- 
theless, failed to understand, and, consequently, to 
appreciate all the writings of Goethe, it is simply 
because his ideas are those of the mightiest genius 
of modem times, and because he has exf)ressed 
those ideas in a language created by him, as it 
were, and quite in harmony with the loftiness of 
his ideas. 

That neither Dictionaries nor Grammars furnish 
the reader with sufficient materials or means to 
comprehend the whole depth of Goethe's writings, 
and all the niceties of his style, which is, perhaps, 
more idiomatic than that of any other German 
writer, is self-evident. Numerous turns and ex- 
pressions, firamed and shaped by Goethe, are still 
missing, not only in the usual smaller Grerman- 
Engli^ Dictionaries, but also in the most com- 
prehensive ones; and as regards the Grammars, 
they are often found to be at variance with the 
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usage adopted by Goethe. I do not wish to dwell 
too long in this place on that fact, but I must 
state this much, that it would have beien of 
advantage to German style if certain grammatical 
rules had not been laid down as stringent canons, 
contrary to the usage adopiied by Goethe. 
What Luther did for the German language in the 
sixteenth century, Goethe did in modem times. 
He had, therefore, a perfect right to adopt his 
own style of writing, and we ought to have 
accepted it as a model, deducing from it certain 
grammatical rules. Instead of doing this, how- 
ever, the latter were partly shaped in accordance 
with the productions of other writers who were, I 
should almost venture to say, more pedantical in 
thei;* compositions . It would, of course, be more than 
hazardous to reject now those grammatical rules, 
which have commonly been accepted; but, at the 
same time, it would be no less hazardous, I think, 
to assert that Goethe has here and there made a 
mistake, because he did not strictly adhere to the 
rules of German Grammar as laid down in manuals, 
and taught in schools. A writer, who has im- 
printed his stamp on a language so largely as 
Goethe did, has certainly a right to set an example 
by his style, which ought to be accepted as a 
model both by other writers and Grammarians. 
It should also be remembered that Goethe, who 
had diligently devoted himself from his earliest 
youth to the study of the German authors of the 
sixteenth century, and more particularly to the 
writings of Luther, had thui adopted those turns 
and phrases which were employed by them as 
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remnants of the Middle High German. He was 
also fond of employing certain idioms and ways 
of expression peculiar to the ''Upper Ger- 
mans'' on the Rhine and Maine^ which habit he 
always seems to have retained in some degree, 
at least, in his prose productions. (C£ p. 137, in this 
volume.) A commentator of Goethe's prose writings 
has, therefore, above all, to trace those usages 
which were sanctioned both by German writers 
and Grammarians of former times, and to point 
out those local and idiomatic peculiarities. By 
this process many grammatical anomalies or 
apparent inaccuracies will be fully explained, and 
to do this, was one of my tasks m editing this 
volume. 

With reference to the word-translations which 1 
have given in the notes, I have followed my usual 
plan in such cases, in order to have a safe guide 
regarding the want of such help. I consulted the 
German-English dictionaries most in use, and only 
when I found that the requisite English equivalent 
was not given, I put the translation in the notes. 
In giving this help, I derived in several instances 
considerable advantage from Mr. John Oxenford's 
translation of Goethe's Autobiography, which fur- 
nished me with some very happy renderings of 
German expressions. I gratefully make this 
acknowledgment here, in general, as regards single 
expressions; but whenever I borrowed from his 
translation the rendering of entire phrases, I 
invariably mentioned the fact. 

I have, however, in giving those help-notes, not 
only limited myself to mere word-renderings, to 
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paraphrases^ to indirect general explanations of the 
text^ or to the above-mentioned explanations of 
apparent grammatical inaccuracies^ but I have also 
given a very considerable number of etymological 
definitions, in order to make this volume, from a 
linguistic point of view, as complete as possible. 
That I had recourse in this and other matters to 
our great national dictionaries of Grimm and 
Sanders, the reader will soon find out by the 
frequent mention of these learned lexicographers 
in this volume. 

' With regard to the commentary of the subject- 
matter, I have to state that few of the books which 
I have hitherto edited have required so much 
research and labour on my part as the present 
publication — ^more particularly that portion which 
occupies the largest space of the book — I mean 
Goethe's Autobiography. Here it was, in the first 
instance, necessary to study the state and locality 
of old Francfort, the former customs and institu- 
tions of that ancient free town, and the condition 
of Goethe^s paternal house, together with the 
relations of the members of the family to each 
other. For all these purposes I found, among 
other books, the following works of special value : 
1. Ooethe^s Beziehungen zu seiner Vaterstadt, etc., 
by Strieker; 2. Die BrUder Senhenberg. Nebst 
einem Anhang Hber Goethe's Jugendzeit, by Kriegk; 
3. Ooethefs Vaterhaus, by JDr. Volger.* When I 

* The last-mentioned extremely interesting publioation owes its 
origin to the acquisition of Goethe's paternal house as naiional 
property in 1863, which acquisition was chiefly brought about by the 
efforts of Br. Volger. It gives the complete history of the Qoethehaus^ 
and of all relations of his works to the same, pointing out all the 
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had nearly finished my commentary, I came across 
the following work : Dichtung und Wahrheit, Mit 
Einleitung und Anmerkungen, von G. von Loep&r, 
(Berlin, Gustav Hempel). The notes of this most 
able and conscientious editor are so exhaustive that 
I thought it advisable to go through my MS. once 
more, in order to add any fresh information I 
gathered from his labours ; in doing which I did, 
of course, not omit to mention specially the source 
of that information. Had I been acquainted with 
his production from the very first, my task would, in 
every respect, have been a much easier one. 
Nevertheless, I did not regret the labour caused 
by my own researches, as I had at least the satis- 
faction of having worked out ijay commentary quite 
independently, although .the sources which were at 
my disposal were by no means so numerous as 
those at the command of Herr von Loeper. 

Concerning the selections which difier in general 
from those I made use of for Schillers Prosa, I need 
not say much, more particularly as I have given 
sufficient information about them, and the special 
works from which they were taken, in the Intro- 
ductory Notes. 

The first portion, taken from the author's 
Italienische Beise, forms a complete sketch by 
itself. For this reason the Bondsche Garneval is 

reminiscences from room to room. The Qoethehahs has in a great 
measure been restored as it was during the youth of Goethe, and 
being replete with reminiscences of the great poet, it naturally 
forms one of the most interesting sights of Francfort. We may 
also add, that the learned society, known by the name of Das Freie 
Deutsche Eochstift fiir Wissenscha^ten, Kiinste und allgemeine 
Bildungy has taken its permanent seat in the Qoethehaus, 
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to be met with in some of the most advanced readers 
commonly used in Germany. The bulk of the present 
volume is, however, formed by the selections from 
Goethe's Wahrheit und Dichtung. This course 
seemed to me for many reasons the most advisable. 
The reader will have the advantage of becoming 
acquainted with an important and considerable 
portion of Goethe's biography, whilst perusing a 
narrative written in his happiest style. In giving 
the most interesting episodes contained in the 
first ten Books of his Wahrheit und Dichtung, I 
have, however, not failed to restore by explanatory 
Notes the interrupted connection of the narrative, 
which, as is well known, contains some gaps — even 
in the author^s original version. 

The scenes from Ootz von Berlichingen will, I 
believe, be well understood by means of the Notes ; 
and the smaller selections, taken from the author^s 
Annalen, form like Das Bomische Carneval, complete 
sketches by themselves. 

In conclusion I have to state, that it was my 
original intention to prefix to this volume an essay 
on Goethe^s prose style, but finding that the subject 
was far too vast for the space which I could allot to 
it on the present occasion, I found it advisable to 
reserve that topic for a special treatise, and 
to let the reader in the meantime find out, for 
himself the charm and magic of our best German 
prose writer.

7. 1, The description of the Ca/mival at Borneo which Goethe has 
worked out so minutely, and with the avowed intention to 
fnmish to his readers an exact picture of that remarkable 
|)opular festival, forms one of the most interesting portions of 
his SitaUenifdl^e fKtiit. It contains a complete sketch by itself, 
and has been delineated with that comprehensive power of 
observation and artistic finish bo peculiar to the genius of 
Goethe. 

The Cwmival at Borne was written by Goethe during his 
second sojourn at that city. In November, 1786, ^e first visited 
Bome, and stayed there till February of the following year. 
After an excursion to Naples and Sicily he again returned to 
Bome, in June, remaining there till April, 1788, and writing, 
whilst he devoted himself to the study of the treasures of art, 
and to the composition of several literary productions, a 
number of letters, reports, and sketches, the most important 
of which is : ^ad 9'l5mtfc^e <S!acnet)at.* 

The word ^acttet)at is used in German both in the masculine 
and neuter gender. Some philologists derive the name 
*Oameval* ca/irnivobl, which is given in Boman Catholic 
countries to the festive season before the Lenten fast, from 
the Italian ca/me vale, i.e, meat, fare well! This etymology 
seems to be founded on the principle of hieus a non liLcendo, 
as people indulge more freely in the consumption of meat 
during the time of the Carnival, than at any other period of 
the year ; for which, reason the name is traced by other ety- 
mologists to the Italian phrase il came vale, * the meat is in 
ascendant.' Some philologists, however, consider the word 
to be derived from eamelevale, which is a corrupt form from 
L.L. camelevamen, i,e* * solace of the flesh.*

Goethe's Sptixd)t in ^rofa were collected and arranged by 
the editors of his f5la^ia%. Some of his 8a/ying8 he had him- 
self divided into groups, and designated them by special titles, 
such as : //Signed unb SCngeetgneted ;^' f,^tf)if^ti \'' „^vinft unt 
fflatvitff' &c. Most, if not all of those SoAfingSf were first inserted 
pell-meAl into his f,^CLnt€tiaf)tt,'^ bnt not having been relished 
by the generality of readers in that place, they were removed 
by Goetiie himself, who left the task of arranging them into 
special groups from his future f5lad)ia% to Eckermann. Many 
of the ideas contained in the n^Ptix^t tn^cofa'' have also been 
expressed by Goethe in a poetical form in his //3F.enten^' and in 
the n^t^'Oftli^tt ^ityan.'^ Some of these parallel passages 
will be pointed out below.

de chambre,' is weU known. It is traced to Montaigne 
(EssoAs in., 2), and a parallel idea is also to be found in the 
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Dietwn of Marshftl de Catinat : ' H f ant §tre bien h^ros pour 
r^tre anx yenx de son yalet de chambre.* Goethe*s ingenious 
explanations of the fact, why * nobody is a hero in the eyes

Goethe's autobiography extends from 1749— the year of his 
birth — to 1775. It was begun in 1809, but the first part was 
not published till 1811. The second part appeared in 1812 ; 
the third, two years later, and the fourth was issued after the 
poet's death. Each part contains fiye books, and bears a 
special motto. The title of the Work: //%u9 meinem 
€e6en^ ^ffial^cl^eit ttttb ^tc^tung/'^ seems to haye been suggested 
to Goethe by his friend Biemer, but for euphonic reasons lie 
reversed the latter terms, and put : // ^td^tung unb ^aMtit." 
That Goethe gave, however, the preference to the former 
version may be seen from the circumstance, that he made use 
of it in his writings and letters, in speaking of his autobio- 
graphy. The editors of his collected works: Biemer and 
Eckermann, adopted, therefore, and probably also because 
they found, to spei^ with F. H. Jakobi, that * the truth of this 
fiction is often more truthful than truth itself' — the title: 
#/ SBal^r^ett unb IDid^tung.^' 

The motto of Part I. is an aphorism of the Greek oomic 
poet Menander, recommending severity in the early education 
of man, and almost reminding us of the English saying : 
* Spare the rod, and spoil the child,' viz. :— 

%,e, * the man who is not chastised (severely treated) is not 
educated.' 

Loeper, in his note on the above motto, adds, after having 
referred to the Fmgmenta eomicorum graeCj ed. Aug. Meinecke 
riV. p. 852, and p. 811), that Hugo Grotius rendered it into 
Ijatin by— 

MaZe emditur iUe qui non va^pftiUU, 
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The Ghreek motto is followed by a prefatory notice, in which 
the poet quotes the letter of a friend which gave the first 
external impulse to his autobiography — ^which he describes as 
a htHntii^ti Untecnel^men — and then he proceeds to unfold the 
reasons which induced him to carry out that undertaking. 

The author begins the first book with the statement that 
he was bom at Francfort-on-the-Maine at noon — ^precisely at 
twelve o'clock — and after some remarks respecting his birth, 
he makes the observation which forms the beginning of his 
narrative in this volume. 

P. 37, 1. 1 Goethe here varies the construction in an admirable 
and most studied manner by employing alternately the indef . 
pron. man and the pers. prons. un$ and wit. He avoids thus 
a very awkward construction, which would arise if he used 
wit instead of man in this Une and the next.

I, 24 The brothers von Oehsenstein here mentioned were the sons 
of the predecessor of Goethe's grandfather in his capacity of 
Stadtschultheiss. They aU occupied distinguished public 
positions. 

P. 38, I. 1 The SchtUtheiss of Francfort was originally the 
* imperial governor ' of the city, but in 1372 the town acquired, 
by purchase, the right of appointment, and he was then the 
highest * civic magistrate ' of the town. 

The word ©d^ultl^cii is said to signify * one who bids (^ti%t) 
people to do their duty ' (©d^utMfifeit). Of. the Note to P. 23, 
I, 8 of my edition of Lessmg's Minna von Ba/mhelm (Clarendon 
Press Series). 

1. 3 ^ulenfptedeleten/ tvicks. The word €utcnfptede(ei is generally 
derived from Till Evlenspiegel , a man known for the 
numerous tricks he played upon people, an account of 
which appeared in 1519. Grimm suggests that the term 
^utenfpieget may have been formed as a general appellation 
for a collection of practical jokes, somewhat in analogy of 
S6)W(ibtn)pitQtif ^atenfpiedel^ &c. It is, therefore, possible 
that the name was subsequently given to the hero of a number 
of tricks, which had long been known, but which first 
appeared in the above-mentioned year in a connected fomu 
The French changed the word into TJle^pi^le, and then into 
espi^gUf espi^glerie. The English * Owlgi^s ' is a mere literal 
translation of ^ulenfpteaet.

At the time of Goethe's birth, she was eighty-one 
years old.

P. 39, I, 5, &G, Francfort was formerly a fortified town. The 
inner line of the old fortification is still indicated by a number 
of streets bearing the name of &taf)tn, moat, as : ^oUQtahcnf 
$icf d^gcabeit/ <&c. The last-named street was built towards the 
end of tiie sixteenth century. Till then, it had been a meadow 
planted with nut-trees, where such a large number of stags 
was kept, that they were frequently given away, or killed 
for sale. 

1. 13 In this annual banquet, the whole of the Senate and their 
relations, all other officials, lawyers, medical men, &o., parti- 
cipated. The large quantities of wine, drunk on this occasion^ 
were provided from the cellars of the Senate. 

1. 16 The knights of the Taunus (a mountain range not far from 
Francfort) and the various powerful lords and princes in the 
neighbourhood of that town, used not only * to curtail and 
interfere with the right of chase ' of the Francfort citizens, but 
they also made constant attacks on the domain of the city, 
and repeatedly besieged the town itself.

Namely, in that room was his 
favourite haunt, and there he was, * not exactly sad, but fall 
of longing.' 

Z. 32 i^dd)f^ is a small town in Nassau.

Z. 9 The foreign term Stetactton, now oonmionly used for the 
* editorship' of newspapers, periodicals, &o., may here be 
rendered by r&oision and arrangement, l^eftwetfe, say : par thy 
part, i^eft denotes * several leaves or sheets of paper stitched 
together.' (Hilpert.) Hence the numbers and parts of a 
periodical publication are called in German i^eft. 

Z. 14 The * Canzonetta ' here alluded to was very frequently set to 
music in the last, and even in the present, century, both by 
Italian and other composers. The words are by Metastasio. 
It consists of three strophes, the first of which cons thus in 
the various compositions which I have seen :— 
* Solitario bosco ambroso, 
A te vien* V afflitto cor. 
Per trovar qualche riposo 
Nell silenzio e nell' orror.' 
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In this oonntry, one of the most popular compositions of 
this song was, I helieve, that by Fesch (G. de) , a Netherlandish 
composer, who settled in London in 1731.

Goethe's 
father was sufficiently wealthy not to be obliged to carry on 
any business, and he could not take part in the public affairs 
of Francfort, as both his father-in-law and his step-brother 
were members of the Senate ; and according to an imperial 
decree of 1725, no one could be elected member of that body, 
who had there a relation. 

1. 31 Loeper observes, that ' the children receiTcd the ^uppenfptel 
on Christmas Eve of 1753, that having been the last wMch the 
grandmother lived to see. The remains (of the puppet-play) 
are preserved at the public or town library of Francfort.' 

I. 35 How deep the impression was, * which produced on Goethe 
a great and lasting effect,' may be gathered from the descrip- 
tion given of it in Wilhehn Meisterj Book I.

1, 15, &e. Goethe quotes here the old German adage— which may 
be traced to several ancient Greek poets — in the version in 
which it is generally current. Loeper, however, who has 
taken the trouble of copying the inscription on the spot, states 
that it runs thus : —

In 1718, the emperor Charles Yl, had promul- 
gated the * Pragmatic Sanction,' by means of which he settled 
the right of succession to the Austrian estates, in default of 
male issue, first on his own daughters, and then on those of 
his brother and predecessor Joseph I. To this settlement 
he obtained the consent of most German as well as foreign 
states, and in accordance with it, his daughter, Maria

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Theresia, ascended the Anstiian throne in 1740, at the death 
of her father, Charles YI. However, Earl Albreoht, prince 
elector of Bavaria, who had never given his assent to the

right of his wife, the daughter of Joseph I. With the help of 
France he gained a temporary success, took Prague, and vras 
unanimou^y elected emperor, and crowned at Francfortin 
1742. He was, however, defeated by the armies of Maria 
Theresia, who drove him not only from Bohemia, but even 
from Munich, his own capital. He returned there in 1744, 
but in January of the following year he 'died, worn out by 
grief and illness. On his death, the husband of Maria 
Hieresia, viz. Francis Joseph, hereditary duke of Lorraine, was 
elected emperor, and crowned at Francfort in 1745 as Francis I. 

1. 8 France had formed a close alliance with Bavaria in the hope 

of destroying the power of Austria. 

2. 12 fKti^iftatttVf inhabitcmts of fhefree imperial city. 

I, 22 The Peace of Aix-la-Chapelle, which ended the Austrian 
* War of Succession,' was concluded in 1748. 

I, 25 ^ettindcn is a village on the right bank of the Maine, in 
Lower Franconia, Bavaria, near which the allied English and 
Austrian armies gained, in 1743, a victory over the French, 
which victoiy gave occasion to HandePs celebrated Te Dewn, 

I. 31 ^attt man/ &g. Namely, after they had exchisively devoted 
themselves for six months to such patriotic investigations, 
then came, &c, 

I, 82 The word ^efFc/ for fair, has been in use since the begin- 
ning of the fifteenth century. The designation was adopted, 
because the fairs were generally combined with some religious 
festival or saint's day.

P. 45, I. 12 tofirttd is here used in the sense of e^cwfirtig;

2. 18 Goethe is rather fond of usiag MwtQtn for the relative 
wt^wtQtn.

The wind instrument 93a§/ 
bassoon, is now commonly called by the name of §agot/ taken 
from the Italian 'fagotto.' ^ommei; is a corruption of the 
French word bomha/rd, formerly used for hautbois. The 
German S^ohot has, like the English hautboy^ its origm in the 
latter French term, which si^poifies * a wood instrument that 
has a TUgh sound.'

Commonly, however, the word me^i'ece is now used as an

The Earthqiuike of JAshorif with all its dreadful details, is 
too well known to require any further description here, 
besides the graphic one given by Goethe, which, however, it 
should be remembered, is quite in accordance with the des- 
cription current in his times. As regards the unusually 
extensive range of its action, about which so much has been 
written, it w^ interest English readers to be reminded of a 
statement of Caroline Herschel in her * Memoir and Cones- 
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pondenoe,' that one of her earliest reooUectiona dateer from her 
fifth year, when she witnessed l^e terror caused to her parents 
and the other members of the family, in 1755, by the sudden 
movement of the earth in Hanover.

Batishon (dtegendburg), on the Danube, in Bavaria, 
was, till 1806, the seat of the German Diet. These circum- 
stances account for their being selected by Goethe's father as 
the residence of the intended lawyer.

The Fifth Bookf which contains the celebrated account of 
the coronation of Joseph II., at Francfort, refers chiefly to the 
events in Goethe's life from 1763 — ^the memorable year of the 
Peace of Hnbertsburg — ^to 1764. 

In order to facilitate the understanding of the contents of 
the Fifth Bookt I will give here a brief general outline of the 
mode of electing a German emperor, or, as was the case in 
1763, a king of Home. 

After the extinction of the Earlings, or Carlovingians, 
Germany' became an elective empire (911). At first, all the 
princes and nobles of the empire participated in the election 
of a king, but later, certain princes obtained the special 
privilege of making a preliminary election (SSorma^t). These 
princes were called ^urfitrf^en (kwt is an old German term 
for Wiaf)if election) J and formed what was called the ^uc* 
fucflencoUegium. After they had agreed about the election, it 
was submitted for sanction, or ratification, to the other 
princes of the empire. In the course of time, however, the 
latter formality was entirely done away with, and the kut» 
fitcftcn arrogated to themselves the exclusive right of election. 
There were seven prince electors, viz. the three Rhenish 
archbishops of Mainzy Koln^ and Trier, and the princes of the 
Palatinate, Saxony, Brandenburg, and Bohemia. The mode 
of election was, however, not finally and permanently settled 
before the year 1356, when the emperor Charles IV. issued the 
famous Qoldene Bulle. This edict establishes in thirty chapters 
the rights of the electors, the office which each had to per- 
form at the coronation, and the exact ceremonies to be 
observed both at the election and coronation. 

During the Thirty Years* War the Palatinate was deprived 
pf its 'elective privilege' in favour of Bavaria, which was 
raised to the rank of a ^ucfucf^ent^um ; but at tiie peace of 
Westphalia, the Palatinate regained its former privilege, so 
that there were now eight prince electors. In 1692, Hanover 
also became an electorate, but in 1777, the electorate of Bavaria 
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and the Palatinate being united on the extinction of the direct 
line of the dukes of Bavaria,, there remained actually eight 
prince electors. Each of the electors held an ^csamt (principal 
office), as ^timatfd^aUt &c., and their representatiTes held an 
Sc6amt/ as ^thmat^'^aU, &c. Cf. Notes to P. 122, 1. 18, and 
P. 127, Z. 16. 

As regards the titles of the German sovereigns, they were, 
in the first instance, elected kings of Germany, and then they 
had a right to be crowned * long of Italy,' at l^Uan, and 

* emperor,* at Bome, since in consequence of the re-union 
of the Boman empire with the German kingdom by Otto the 
Great, in 962, Germany had obtained the anomalous official 
designation : l£)a0 l^etltde cdmtfd^e dletd^ ^eutfd^ei; Elation. 

It should also be remembered that, whenever a successor 
of the reigning German sovereign was elected during the life- 
time of the latter, he received the title of King of Rome. 

P. Ill, Z. 1 In a former passage, the author mentioned a 
remark made by his father, 'that it was quite certain, that 
the Archduke Joseph would be elected and crowned king of 
Bome, and that it was desirable thai they should go through 
the official diaries referring to the last two coronations, in 
order to become acquainted with the present requirements of 
the case.' After continuing the description of an episode, 
which has been omitted in this volume, the author resumes 
the former subject by declaring, 'that people now began to set 
about that political object in right earnest.'

details. 

Goethe speaks more fully of Lavater in the fourteenth book 
of his autobiography, and it may be that he had originally 
the intention to Insert there the promised detailed description 
of the entry of the archbishop of Mainz.

The Fi^st PaH of Goethe's Autobiography related to his 
boyhood, and the Second PaH describes, in general, his 
universi^ career. The present Part may, therefore, be said 
to date from April, 1764 to 1771, and the Sixth BooTc, in 
particular, extends to the end of 1765. 

The motto of the Second PaH is, according to Qoethe*8 
own statement, an old German saying. He gives a full 
explanation of t)a$ htat>t unD l^offnungdcetd^e alt^eutf(l^e SGBoct/ 
as he designates the saying, in the Ninth Booh (Vol. IV., 
p. 121 in the above-mentioned edition). According to his 
opinion, the lively desires we entertain in early youth indicate 
the bent of our capacities, and thus we (as a rule) eamestiy 
strive after *the goal wliich has been floating oefore our 
mind's eye.' Goethe, who was fortunate enough to see nearly 
all the dreams of his youth realised, might well start that 
opinion — which, he thinks, holds good both with things 
material and ideal. But he well knew, that the practical 
experience of many persons spoke against his assertion. 

The time succeeding the coronation of Joseph 11. had been 
employed by Goethe partiy in studying under a tutor, and 
preparing himself for the universily, and partly in making 
excursions in the charming environs of Francfort. It was 
arranged that he should repair to the university of Leipzig 
at MichaalmaSf 1765. 
l» 8 ^id^ati is the abbreviated form of ^i^atli, 

2. 9 The publisher Fleischer, to whose care Goethe was 
deUvered, proceeded to the Michaelmas fair of Leipzig, which 
town was then, as now, the centre of the publishing trade in 
Germany ; whilst his wife journeyed to her father, who was. 
Professor of Medicine at Wittenberg. 

9m 131, I, 1 nad^maU is here used in the sense of in Udm' 
times.

P" 133, Z. 1 Francfort-on-the-Maine fohned, at that time, the 
centre of commerce for the West, and Leipzig for the East ; 
hence the variety of the costumes to be seen at the latter 
place, and their absence from Goethe's native town. 

Z. 6 gittd/ for j^tngtnd/ went there, i,e. to the market place. 

Z. 14, &c, Joh. Gottlob Bohme (1717-1780) was appointed 
Professor of history and public law at Leipzig in 1768. In 
1766, he received the honorary title of Hofrath. Bdhme's 
teacher and predecessor, Joh. Jak. Mascov (1689-1761), 
obtained a considerable reputation as a writer on history and 
jurisprudence. One of his works was translated into Eng^h 
and other European languages. 

Z. 22 J. Kaspar Goethe wished, as was stated before, that his 
son should apply himself to jurisprudence, but tiie latter 
could scarcely wait for the favourable moment to declare 
himself devoted to the study of the ancient classics. When 
that moment had arrived, he declared his intention with 
gte&tf/rmness cmd frankness (Sonfeauen) unb ^arrl^efie ; Greek 
na^riaiaf Z. 27) to Professor B5hme. 

Z. 80 It is somewhat strange that Bohme, the Professor of history 
and public law, was hostile to the cultivation of the BeUes 
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LettreSf he having himsell published a volume of —it is true, 
Latin — poems. 

The expression Staat^vtd)tUt (for the more dignified fKtd^ti' 
Ul)ttv) is used ironically for a pedantic professor of law. 

P. 134, Z. 8 The memory of Frau Hofrath Bohme has been 
kept up at Leipzig conjointly with that of her husband, * who 
was even boisterous in his good nature,* by means of severfj 
charitable bequests and foundations. 

2. 16 Gellert*s lectures on literary history were chiefly laaed 
wpon the compendium called // 93ib[iotl^ef bee fd[)&nen SGDtfTen* 
fd^Qfteri/'^ by Stockhausen. The Praeticum consisted of prac- 
tical exercises in German and Latin essay writing. 

Z. 25 famuli is the plural of the Latin /amu2us, which expression 
is used in German universities for a professor's assistant, or 
attendant.

The Seventh Booh relates to Goethe's university life in 
1766 and 1767. It is chiefly of a Hterary character, and 
touches also upon philosophy and theology, besides describing 
the author's social relations at Leipzig. After having spoken 
of the two great Grerman humourists, Liskow and Babener, 
of the famous literary quarrel between Gottsched and Bodmer, 
and after having commended the productions of the poet 
Giinther, the author proceeds to that portion which forms the 
beginning of the Seventh Booh in the present volume. 

P. 140, I. 1 Johann Georg Schlosser (1739-1799) is favourably 
known both as an original writer and as a translator from the 
Greek. He occupied successively several distinguished 
magisterial, and judicial posts, and was greatly respected on 
accoxmt of his manly character and Hberal principles. In the 
year 1773, he married Cornelia, the above-mentioned sister 
of Goethe, whom he lost, however, after four years of wedded 
life. A year before his death he was appointed Syndicus by 
the city of Francfort.

Christoph Martin Wieland*s (1733-1813) Uteraiy activil^ 
was so extensive and important, that it would be impossible 
to do him full justice by such a brief notice as our limited 
space here would allow. Goethe, in comparing him with the 
writers of that period, says : * He possessed the finest natural 
gifts of all.*

subject almost since tibe days of the Hohenstaufen, and the 
first true and real vital element qf a higher order came into 
German poetry through Ftussia's great king. Such an 
element, the author proceeds, was absolutely necessary ; for 
every national poem must be based, if it is not to be a shallow 
production, on the primary condition of momkindt upon those 
historical events namely, in which the nation and their rulers 
stand for one man.

There are three versions extant of Gk)ethe's earliest important 
dramatic production. The first,' which bore the title of 
// ®t\^\6^it ©ottfcietend oon 93et:(td^in0en tntt bee eifecnen i^anb/ 
^ramottftct/>> was composed in 1771, but was not publUhed 
till the year 1838, one year after the author's death. The 
second version was written in 1773, and excited at once 
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general enthusiasm. The third version, completed by Goeihe 
in 1804, was an adaptation for the stage, and suffered several 
alterations in 1809 and 1819. The following scenes have 
been selected from the theatrical version, which was con- 
siderably polished by the author, and seemed to me, there- 
fore, the most suitable for the present purpose. 

With regard to the subject of the drama, the author found 
it in the Autobiography of the hero, published in 1881, with 
Notes by Verono Frank von Steigerwald. Gotz, or Gottfried 
von Berlichingen, was bom at Jaxthausen, in Wurtemberg, 
in 1481. First he fought in the army of the Elector of 
Brandenburg, and then in that of the Duke of Bavaria, in 
whose service he lost his right hand. It was, however, re- 
placed by an iron one, and hence his name @5| \>on ^tt» 
Itd^tnden mit ttt etfecnen i^anb. On the breaking out of the 
'Peasants' War,' in 1525, he was compelled by the dis- 
affected peasants to become their leader, but disgusted at 
their cruelty he retired as soon as the time for which he had 
promised to lead them was over. Nevertheless, he was taken 
prisoner after the war had been put down by force, and 
carried to Augsburg, where he was kept in close confinement 
for the space of two years. He was then in so far released, 
that he was allowed to remain a prisoner in his own castle. 
When set free again, after eleven years of imprisonment, ife 
took part in the wars in Hungary and with France, and died 
in 1562. The character of Gotz was greatly admired even by 
his enemies ; still his name did not remain free from the blight 
of calumny. Goethe's object was, therefore, not to write a 
sensational drama, but, as he declared himself, * to dramatise 
the history of one of the noblest Germans, and to save the 
memory of a good man.' It would, of course, be out of place 
here to give a full critical account of Goethe's remarkable 
drama; I will, therefore, merely add, that although he 
deviated in some respects from history, and had to invent 
new incidents for the sake of dramatic expediency, still the 
drama represents a most truthful and lively picture of those 
turbulent times, and the author has actually attained his 
aim, which was to rescue from obUvion the memory of a 
good man.* 

The first nine scenes in the present volume are taken from 
Act lY. (Sc.8-16), and the tenth and eleventh scenes from 
the end of the drama. 

The scene of action is the Castle of Jaxthausen, which is 
being besieged by the imperial troops. Gotz had been declared 
by the Emperor Maximilian I. under the ban of the empire, 
for repeated breaches of the * General Peace ' (San^fcieten),

The remarkable audience related here took place at Erfurt. 
Goethe was summoned to that place by the Grand-Duke Earl 
August, at the time of the famous Congress at Erfurt, and 
was present at a performance of the celebrated actor Talma, 
who played there * before a parterre of kings and princes.* 
After the performance, the author had a conversation with 
the French minister Maret, who was so deeply impressed by 
his mighty personality, that he spoke of him with great eulogy 
to Napoleon. The result was the following audience. That 
Napoleon, after having crushed the national life of the Germans, 
and humiliated their princes, wished also to degrade them 
in the person of their greatest poet, by endeavouring to 
induce him to forsake his own country, and adopt that of 
France, and that Goethe decidedly refused to do so— is well- 
known. 

The following brief biographical details refer to the persons 
mentioned in the present extract :-^ 

Marshall Lanne (1769-1809) was one of the bravest French 
generals. He was created by Napoleon Duke of Montebello. 

H. B. Mwret, Duke of Bassano (1763-1839), accompanied 
Napoleon in a civil capacity during his campaigns, and took 
part in all his deliberations. 

Ben^ 8avary^ Duke of Bovigo 1774-1833), took part in the 
expedition to Egypt, and in the battles of Austerlitz, Eylau, 
<&c. In 1810, he was appointed minister of poHce. He wished 
to accompany Napoleon to Stl Helena, but did not receive 
permission to do so. 

The life and activity of Charles Maurice de Tcdleyrand- 
P^rigord (1754-1838) — the most celebrated diplomatist of his 
times — are well-known. 

P. A. N. Bruno, Oomte Daru (1767-1829), also distinguished 
himself as a diplomatist. After the unfortunate battle of 
Jena, he served as plenipotei^tiary at Berlin, and consequently 
had a considerable share in the dismemberment of Germany. 
Count Daru made himself also a name as a writer by several 
literary and historical productions. 

Nio. Jean de Dieu Soult, Duke of Dalmatia (1769-1852), 
entered the army at the age of sixteen, and from a simple 
private raised himself to the rank of Marshal of France. His 
name is specially known in connection with the Peninsular 
War. 

Alexandre Berthier (1753-1815) began his military career 
in 1778 in the American war of independence. At the out- 
break of the Revolution, he commanded the national guard at 
Versailles, where he protected the court from the fury of the 
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mob. From 1796 he was attached to the armies of Napoleon, 
by whom, he was created Marshal of France and Prince of 
Wagram. Li 1818, he joined the Bourbons, and in 1814, he 
retired to Bamberg, in Bavaria.
